WIFE

A sentence of death for murder in 


the first degree of Paul Newcomer was 
.imposed on George Stewart, negro, by 
Judge J. Q. Van Swearingen in Un- 
iontown F r i d a y afternoon. 
Two 


other defendants ir. the same case, 
'.Lucy Stewart, wife of tho guilty man, 
and.Wilbert Randolph, both convicted 
of second degree murder, were also 
sentenced. The woman drew nine to 
14 years In the Western Penitentiary 
and Randolph was given not less than 
14 nor more than 20 years. 


The trio were charged with the 


murder of Pau.1 Newcomer on January 


• 7, last, near Smock. The young man, 


a taxi driver, was shot'ln the head by 
Stewart, who confessed on the stand. 
In tie.verdict the jury. recommended 
.the. extrerna mercy of tho court for 
ilrs. Stewart and Randolph. 
These 


recommendations wore taken Into con- 
sideration by the court in imposing 
•sentence.

Asked 1! ne hail anything to say why 


the d'eath penalty should not be in- 
flicted, Stewart rep'.led: 


-• 
"1 have nothing l:> say." 
He never faltered as the solemn 


words, announcing his sentence, were 
uttered by .the court. There wore no 
demonstrations .in the court rooai. 
The negro took his -;eat when the sen-, 
tence had been completed and listened 
to tie sentences in posed on the oth- 
ers.
